STATE LIQUOR 
FEES DIVIDED

California cities and counties 
were listed to receive a total of 
$1,368,619.29 as their share of 
liquor license fees for the first 
six months period of 1939, it was 
announced this week by the State 
Board of Equalization.

The allocation represents 50 
percent of the total fees earned 
from Itqliob licenses during the 
first half of tho current year. 
Collections from this source 
amounted to $2,737,238.59, the 
state's half of which goes into 
the general fund.

On the basis of actual licenses 
issued, Los Angeles county will 
receive a total of $350.109.15, of 
whirh S37.621.7-l will be paid to 
thr- unincorporated areas and 
$739.07 to Torrance.
